Submissions for the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble 

This summer, the Bread Loaf Acting Ensemble is planning to produce an online theatrical event based upon 
original writing from the Bread Loaf community. All students, faculty, and staff are invited to submit writing — 
poetry, essays, stories, first-person narratives — on the theme of “Re-emergence.” Send us your hopes and 
dreams. What has changed? What have you learned? What are you looking forward to? Where do we go from 
here? 

Please send submissions to Amy Stern (Stage Manager for the Acting Ensemble) at 
astern@middlebury.edu. The deadline for submissions is Monday, July 5, so that the actors will have time to 
prepare for a July 23 performance date. Submissions may include writing composed during the last fourteen 
months or brand-new pieces and should not exceed five pages in length. Please be aware that any submission 
may have only portions included in the final 45-minute production. The Ensemble is hoping to create a unique 
event that is specific to the Bread Loaf audience, and is eagerly awaiting material and inspiration. 


Poetry and Fiction Contests 

Bread Loaf is seeking submissions for our poetry and fiction contests. Students may submit one poem 
(maximum 40 lines) for the Robert Haiduke Poetry Contest, and/or one piece of fiction (ideally self-contained) 
of no more than 10 double-spaced pages. Please use one-inch margins and a font size no smaller than 12. 
The winner(s) will receive a cash award, and the winning works will be posted on BreadNet and on the Bread 
Loaf website. To enter either contest, submit your work in a Word document via email to Karen Browne at 
karen_browne@breadnet.middlebury.edu. Include in your email your full name and the title of your poem or 
piece of fiction. Be sure your name is not visible in your attached entry. The deadline for both contests is 
midnight on Sunday, July 11, 2021.
